Could you or some of your 
readers shed some light on this? 

I’ve found several “es- 
quires” in my family tree and 
if they were lawyers it’s news 
to me, but then, just their names 
amounts to “news to me.” 

Answer: Esquire was “the 
title given to any owner of a 
large tract of land. 

it was also the title given 
to a Justice of the Peace, but as 
nearly every lawyer in Colonial 
America at one time became a 
J.P., the title ultimately de- 
volved on all lawyers. 

The word was originally 
squire from the Latin scutarius

legal abbreviations 
important 

Many old legal documents 
contain abbreviations, most of 
which derive from Latin 
Sometimes a failure to under- 
stand their meaning can inter- 
fere with a correct interpreta- 
tion of that document. Ex- 
amples of some abbreviations 
are: et ux which means “and 
wife”; et vir which means 
“and husband”; d.s.p. which 
means “died without issue”; 
liber which means “book or 
volume”; or d.v.p. which 
means “died in the lifetime of 
his father.” 

Since legal documents 
such as probate records, court 
records and property transac- 


_ tions can provide so much in- 


formation to genealogists, an 
understanding of legal terms is 
important. Avery useful guide 
to legal terminology is Blacks 
Law Dicticnary. Paperback 
versions are reasonably priced 
and available in bookstores. It 
is also available in virtually all 
libraries.

Unexpected, 
unwanted outcomes 

Researchers in molecular 
biology have received enthusi- 
astic support from many gene- 
alogists and others who are 
generous! generously making 
their DNA available for scien- 
tific studies, and some of the ge- 
nomic findings have already 
rewritten history and heavily 
pruned some family trees, re- 
placing fiction with facts. 
Genomics is a two-edged sword, 
and the findings aren’t always 
those that were expected, were 
desired, or ones that conform 
with current definitions of “po- 
litically correct.” Humans are 
prone to making mistakes and 
all levels of behavior, many of 
which reshaped some prominent 
family pedigrees. Like George 


Washington, genomics may | 


chop down the family’s cherry 


tree, but unlike George, © 


genomics can create new ones. 
Many of these family trees have 
flourished, albeit under assumed 
names. DNA fingerprinting is 
one of the more highly devel- 
oped subspecialities of 
genomics. 

Forensic and medical capa- 
bilities of DNA interpretations 
may have progressed farther 
than is generally appreciated by 
someone contributing a personal 
DNA sample to a group study 
that includes large numbers of 
total strangers with similar sur- 
names. This tiny sample can 


provide a wealth of personal in- 
formation and in the future, 
even more will become avail- 
able. Already, DNA can produce 
a genetic “photofit” which can 
determine hair color, eye color 
and ethnic appearance. It can 
reveal the presence of or predis- 
position to an ever-increasing 
number of serious medical dis- 


eases involving every body sys- |. 


tem and predict the manner in 
which they can be transmitted 
to future generations. Nuclear 


DNA abnormalities are most ‘ 


commonly associated with well- 


occur in various types of cancer, 
heart disease, diabetes, neuro- 
logical and mental disorders, 
and diseases of specific organs. 
Mitrochondrial DNA. is trickier; 








because it’s involved with pro- 
viding energy through oxidative 
phosphorylation, its mutations 
play roles in diseases affecting 
organs which require much en- 
ergy or it works in concert with 
nuclear DNA to cause complex 


‘disease syndromes. 


This information can be very 


useful to a family which is at- - 


tempting to recognize, treat or 
prevent a serious medical condi- 
tion. It also can have devastat- 
ing psychological impacts which 
require genetic counselling, 
might affect insurability and 
have serious legal liabilities. 
We are not questioning the 
motives of the now vast major- 
ity of university or commercial 
laboratories currently engaged 
in DNA research and analysis, 
but unfortunately, the paths ge- 
nealogist are following are full 
of legal potholes. The genealo- 


- gist needs to understand the 


scope and the limitations of any 


- signed “informed consent” and 


to realize that there is currently 
no uniformity in state laws con- 
trolling medical record confi- 
dentiality. There are multiple 
other legal problems which in- 
volve DNA banking, care of 
DNA samples, limitations on 
research and dissemination of 
results, possible subpoena of 
DNA by courts, etc. Retrieval 
of DNA samples from a distant 
central bank by a surviving rela- 
tive could easily become a com- 
plicated matter. There is need 


_ for uniformity and a single na- 
tional policy concerning all 


these legal matters. 
Right now, it’s chaotic. 


Genealogical uses for DNA ;

for Clan Gunn 
Abb Gunn, world genealo- 








gist of Clan Gunn, has under- 
taken a project to reconstruct 
the Old Parish Records in 
Scotland for clan sept names. 
The records are gathered from 
the International Genealogical 
Index, the Scottish Genealogy 
Society, and the 1881 British 
Census. The need is indicated 
by the lack of records in spe- 
cific areas for specific names. 

The completion of the 
records will appear in both dis- 
kette form and hard copy and 
will be records of christenings, 
marriage banns, and death 
dates where found in a cen- 
tralized record book format. 





Gunn is concentrating pri- - 


marily in the north of Scotland, 
the seat and origin of Clan 
Gunn - Caithness, Sutherland, 
Orkney, and Shetland. 
Records are also being gath- 
ered in Inverness (military 
sites), Edinburgh, Glasgow, 
England, Wales, and the re- 














mainder of Scotland from the 
1881 census of those born in 
the North. 


A second project is the 
gathering ofall Federal census _ 
records for all states for the 
sept names. Of first priority 


is the period 1850-1920. 


Records before 1850 will fol- 
low. These records will, like 
the Scottish ones, be on dis- 
kette and hard copy placed in 
convenient locations. 

A future undertaking will be 
the archiving of immigration 
records, naturalization records, 
draft registration records and 
others that become available 
from various sources. The 
hope is that the Clan Gunn Ar- 


- chives will not only serve as a 


chronicle of the history of Clan 
Gunn, but be a research tool 
of value to clan members.

in a Jacobite who fought and 
gave his all in the “15 and who 
went on to become a leading 
Russian General fighting ma- 
jor campaigns in Poland and 
the Ottoman Empire while 
being sought by an Empress 
who listed after him as a love, 
then welcome to Nothing But 


My Sword. This is a 220- 


page book of dynamite! 
Fleeing from the Rus- 
sian Empress Elizabeth, 
this valiant soldier and 
leader of military men 
ended up in the services 
of Frederick the Great. 


Sam Coull brings to the - 
literary world the untold 


story of a man of great 
courage, and Coull wants 
the world to know that 
here is one of Scotland’s 
“sreatest soldiers and 
greatest men.” 

Little heard of, thus not 
well known, when you finish 
this book, you will agree with 
the author on both points. Wel- 
come to the fighting world of 
Field Marshal James. Francis 
Edward Keith! 

You will find a statue of 
Keith, younger brother to the 
Earl Marischal, in the town of 
Peterhead, Scotland. It is a rep- 
lica of one created for Wilhelm 
I of Prussia by the artist Taesart. 
The original stands in 
Berlin...and Wilhelm gifted 
this copy to Peterhead upon re- 
quest from the town’s magis- 
trates. 

While local citizens today 
hardly acknowledge the statue 
of Keith, Coull points out that 
it is not unusual to see groups 
of Polish and Russian seamen 
talking among themselves 
while gathered at the foot of the 
statue. Yes, they know more 
about Keith than the locals. 

Ask a new citizen about 
the history of America, and 








you'll probably learn more 
American history than you’ ve 
learned since high school. 

I mentioned the word 
“Jacobite” in the first sentence. 
I went back and scanned the 
book and found the word on 
almost every page of the first 
86. After all, note the full name 
of Field Marshal Keith - it is 
Jacobite to the core. His fam- 
ily literally lost it all in support 
of the Jacobite cause. Had his 
brother, the Earl Marischal, 
given his support to Bonnie 
Prince Charlie, there is specu- 
lation on my part that Field 
Marshal Keith would have 
been head of “Charlie’s army” 
and the outcome of the °45 
might have been different. 

After all, the greatest gen- 
eral in Europe at that time was 
a man who had nothing to offer 
the world but his sword. But 
what a mighty sword it was, 
and the size of the various 
battles during the °45 were 
miniscule compared to the 
battles led by this great warrior 
in the service of the mightiest 
kings in Europe. 

As the old saying goes, 
“Those that live by the sword 
shall die by the sword,” and the 
death of Keith was no differ- 
ent. Cornered by a monumen- 
tal blunder committed by King 
Frederick at the Battle of 


Hochkirch, Keith told the King - 


to his face that “the Austrian 
generals deserve to be hanged 
if they don’t attack us here.” 


It was a mistake very simi-_ 


lar to the one committed by 
Bonnie Prince Charlie at 
Culloden - being caught de- 
fending a patch of ground that 
was not defendable. Separated 
by only a half mile, the 
Prussians numbered 40,000 
and the Austrians 90,000. 
Awakened at 6:30 a.m. to be 
told of the losses, General Keith 
did what he had done so many

times as a soldier. He mounted 
his horse and ordered every 
man to follow him as he 
charged into battle. Initially 
successful in recapturing the 
battery, the old war horse was 
eventually forced back. 

Sometime later, Keith, 
having taken two bullets in his 
right side and finding himself 
surrounded by enemy troops, 
led a bayonet-fighting retreat 
only to take a fatal bullet and 
fall from his horse into the arms 
of an English soldier, John 
Tebay, his groom. 

It is said that the Croats 
stripped the dead of anything of 
value and, as the author vividly 
points out, a stripped Field 
Marshal looked no different 
than his soldiers. The son of 
an old friend fighting on the 
other side eventually identified

Frank Shaw, FSA Scot 


the man he had known as a 


mere lad, and Keith was bur- . 


ied with full military honors at 
Hochkirch. 

King Frederick had Keith’s 
body exhumed four months 
later and interred in Berlin, his 
final resting place. 

Over 25 years later, a 
$tatue to Keith’s honor was un- 
veiled on the Wilhelmplatz in 
Berlin. _ 

In 1789, Wilhelm awarded 
Keith’s name to the First Up- 


per Silesian Regiment, and a 


soldier can only go higher if he 
goes toheaven! ..° 

I digress to. say that 
Wilhelm, while fighting for his 
life in a tactical withdrawal

Peter J. Westwood 



















r the years many 

uestions have 

been asked about 

the social life of Scotland’s 
National Bard, Robert Burns. 

It is a well-known fact that 
he was socially popular even 
as a teenager and country 
dancing was early on his list 
of social activities to the ex- 
tent that he defied the wishes 
of his father by joining a local 
country dancing class. 

In his autobiographical let- 
ter to Dr. Moore, he stated: “In 
my 17" year, to give my man- 
ners a brush, I went toa coun- 
try dancing school. My father 
had an unaccountable antipa- 


thy against these meetings; and - 


my doing was, what to this 
hour I spent, in absolute defi- 
ance of his commands.” 

His brother Gilbert was 
later to say, “Robert excelled 
in dancing, and was for some 
time distractedly fond of it”. 

It was at a dance during 
April 1785 that Burns first met 
Jean Armour who was eventu- 
ally to become his wife. Many 
stories have been repeated over 
the years about what the Poet 
may or may not have said or 
been responsible for. — 


One story on the subject 


of dancing which originated 
from one of the Poet’s school- 
mates, William Niven, goes as 
follows: A week before a local 
fair, Robert suggested to his 
friend William that they should 
organise a dance on the evening 
prior to the fair, and hold it in 
one of the public houses in the 
village and invite their girl- 
friends to come along. Will- 
iam consented and it was 
agreed that some other young 
men should be asked to join in 
on this undertaking. 

The dance took place as 
planned, music being supplied 
by a hired band (probably a 
local fiddler) and a dozen 
Gt took part. 

“At the close of the dance

they found that the cost ot run- 
ning the evening amounted to 


eighteen’ shillings and 
fourpence. Unfortunately, 
hardly any of those attending 
had any money, except Will- 
iam, who possessed about two 
shillings and sixpence. How- 
ever the problem was eventu- 
ally solved when William 
agreed to find the money to pay 
for the dance. He did this by 
selling stationery to the school 
which he acquired from his 
father’s warehouse in Maybole. 
He also sold pens and paper to 
his friends. It is not known 
whether or not these items 
were acquired officially! 

Words associated with the 
many forms of dancing and 
singing crop up from time to 
time, not only in the many 
songs and poems of Robert 
Burns, but also in his corre- 
spondence, particularly in his 
letters to James Johnston 
(Scots Musical Museum) and 
to George Thomson (Select 
Scottish Airs). 

More than anyone else 
Burns was responsible for the 


' survival of hundreds of Scot- 


tish tunes including those used 
for dancing, many of them still 
in vogue today. Verses from 


‘the Poet’s tale, “Tam 


o’Shanter” and his song “The 
Deil’s awa wi th’ Exciseman” 


provide excellent examples on . 


the theme of dancing. © 

“Warlocks and witches in 
a dance: Nae Cotillion, brent 
new frae France, But horn- 
pipes, jigs, strathspeys, and 
reels, Put life and mettle in their 
heels.” 

“There’s threesome feels, 
there’s foursome reels, There’s 
hornpipes and strathspeys, 
man, But the ae best dance e’er 
cam to the land Was the Deil’s 
awa wi th’ Exciseman”. 

- The Poet’s love of danc- 
ing was largely due to his fond- 
ness of the‘lasses and this can

songs. In his “Bonnie Jean” 
he remarks: 

“He gaed wi Jeanie to the 
Tryste (Cattle-Fair) He dane’d 
wi Jeanie on the down, And, 
lang ere witless Jeanie wist, Her 
heart was tint, her peace was 
stown!” 

The subject of the song was 
not his wife Jean, but Jean 
McMurdo, daughter of the 
Chamberlain of Drumlanrig 
Castle. In his “Fragment on 
Maria” he pays compliment to 
Maria Riddell, who could possi- 
bly have been a dancing partner: 

“How gracefully Maria 
leads the dance! She’s life it- 
self; I never saw a foot So 
nimble and so elegant. It 
speaks And the sweet whisper- 
ing Poetry it makes Shames the 
musician.” 

During the Poet’s tour of 
the Highlands in 1787 he met Niel 
Gow, the famous fiddler, equally 
well known in Scots song and 
dance. The Poet’s song “Amang 
the Trees” was intended as a 
compliment to Niel: 

“Amang the trees, where 
humming bees At buds and- 
flowers were hinging, O; Auld 
Caledon drew out her drone, 
And to her pipe was singing, 
O. ’Twas pibroch, sang, 
strathspeys and reels She dirl’d 
them aff fu clearly, O, When 
there cam a yell o freign 
That dang her. 


tapsalteerie, O!” 

My final quotation comes 
appropriately from “The 
Ploughman” which is a typical 
example of Burn’s reworking 
of a traditional song: . 

“T hae been east, I hae been 
west, I hae been at Saint 
Johnston, (Perth) The boniest 
sight that er’e I saw Was th’ 
ploughman laddie dancin’.

Who were the Black Irish? 


The offspring of their activities in Ireland, who have dark hair, are referred to as Black Irish. 


Black Irish can also indicate those who came as immigrants from other places (generally England) and sometimes their 
names were noted as such: Fitz as in Fitzwilliam - the English king gave land to those who could hold it, take it and keep it. 
The black part was not referring to skin or hair or even eye color; it was indication of blaggard, a negative connotation.

A virus is usually a stand- 
alone program that performs 
destructive or other malicious 
or annoying actions.

‘tive actions can vary from

_ Some viruses can destroy 
Flash Bios of certain types of 
motherboards and that will 
make an affected computer 
unbootable.

There have been and there 
will no doubt continue to be

Before explaining how this 
state of affairs had arisen, let 
us take a brief look at the his- 


tory of Irish chiefship. 


Following the completion 
of the English conquest of Ire- 
land in the sixteenth and early 
seventeenth centuries, the inde-. 


_ pendent political structures of 
_ Gaelic Ireland were brought to 


an end. 

- Put simply, centralising 
Tudor monarchs such as Henry 
VIII and-Elizabeth I would not 
tolerate power structures which 


- might threaten their authority. 


After Elizabeth’s death in 
1603 and the succession to the 
English throne of the Scottish 
monarch James I, defeated 
Gaelic lords such as O’ Neill 
and O’ Donnell hoped for a time 


to come to terms with the new

to remember that the political 
structures of Gaelic Ireland 
had ceased to be. 

The English had paid spe- 
cial attention to ending the 
Gaelic method of appointing 
Chiefs of their ruling families, 
and indeed insisted that they 
surrender their Gaelic titles 
and rights and accept English 
ones instead. 

Hence, for example, 
O’Brien became Earl of 
Thomond and O’Neill became 
Earl of Tyrone. 

The Gaelic system of ap- 
pointing Chiefs or leaders was 
called ‘Tanistry’ by the English. 
The word itself is derived from 
the Gaelic Tanaiste, which ef- 


_ fectively means Chief-in-wait- 


ing or successor to the serving 


Chief. In contrast to the English 
and feudal system of primo- 
geniture, whereby the eldest 
son succeeds to office, under 
the Irish Brehon Law system 
the right to appoint a new Chief 
lay with the extended kingroup 
or derbfine, pronounced ‘der- 


vi-neh’, with a short ‘i’. 


The derbfine was com- - | 


posed of the male descendants 
ofa common great-grandfather, 
and its choice was not limited 
to the eldest son of a serving 
Chief, although of course he 
could be and not infrequently 
was selected to succeed his fa- 
ther. 
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the eldest son had made some 

headway in Gaelic areas. 
Although there is much 

talk of Irish ‘Clans’ and ‘Clan 


Chiefs’, it is also important to 


remember that the Irish did not. 


have a clan system exactly like 
the Scots, despite the many el- 
ements of Gaelic culture com- 
mon to both countries. 

The term ‘clan’ is best re- 


served for the Scottish kin- — 


based unit, while the anglicised 
term ‘sept’ is more appropriate 
for the more disparate and less 
feudalised kingroup system of 
the Irish. 

The great authority on Irish 
surnames, Edward 
MacLysaght, advised against 
the use of the term ‘clan’ in the 
Irish context, but his words 
have been little heeded. 

In the wake of the collapse 
of the Gaelic order, and despite 
the fact that chiefdom as a real 
political institution had ceased 
to exist, nevertheless a small 
number of families continued to 
claim the titles, prominent ex- 


_amples including Mac Dermott 


and O Conor Don. Probably in 
imitation of Scottish practice, 
the custom grew of affixing the 
definite article before the 
names of Irish Chiefs, for ex- 
ample, The O Brien, but in 
Gaelic no prefix was used, 
hence O Briain.

While primogeniture gen- 
erally made for smoother suc- 
cession, Tanistry could be a 
cause of instability and conflict, 
as different power groups 
within the derbfine struggled 
for ascendancy. 

Indeed some historians

disuse, and indeed war, flight 
abroad and destruction of 
records meant that most aristo- 
cratic Gaelic lineages became 
obscured from the seventeenth 
century onwards.

number of individuals laid 
claim to chiefly titles, includ- 
ing The O Mahony and The O 
Rahilly. 

Alas, these gentlemen ap- 
pear to have fallen victim to 
wishful thinking and fantasy, 
for no satisfactory genealogical 
evidence was produced to jus- 
tify their claims. 

At the same time there was 
increasing interest in 
organising Irish ‘Clans’, and 
this culminated in the 1950s in 
the activities of the enthusias- 
tic but not very scholarly Eoin 
‘The Pope’ O’ Mahony. 

In 1943 Edward 
MacLysaght was appointed as 
head of the Genealogical Office 
and some years later Chief Her- 
ald of Ireland, both positions 
being attached to the National 
Library of Ireland. MacLysaght 
took it upon himself to endeav- 
our to regulate Chiefly titles, in 
an effort to counter the signifi- 
cant number of questionable 
Chiefs then active, including a 
bogus O’Brien, Prince of 
Thomond. 

Now it can be argued that 
MacLysaght’s intervention was 
inappropriate in a country 
which was well on the way to 
becoming a Republic, but then 
as now, there was a pressing 
need to exert some control over 
the activities of fakes and 
fantasists. 

In 1944, MacLysaght es- 
tablished a system of ‘courtesy 
recognition’ of Irish Chiefs, as 
of course formal recognition of 
titles is forbidden by the 1937 
Constitution.

World War | Military 
Cross presented to 


Clan Urquhart 

Clan Urquhart had the 
good fortune recently of ac- 
quiring for its permanent col- 
lection the silver George V 
Military Cross which was 
awarded to Captain Lewis 
Urquhart, 6" Battalion, the 
King’s Own Scottish 
Borderers, in September 1918. 

Lewis Urquhart, whose 
home was in Inverness, joined 
the Scots Greys when the First 
World War broke out. His 
great ability earned him a com- 
mission in the King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers where he 
was promoted to Captain. 
During an attack in Belgium in 
September 1918, Captain 
Urquhart was badly wounded 
in the leg. In spite of his 
wound, he led his company to 


only allowed himself to be as- 
sisted to the field hospital after 


he was sure that his men were - 


safely dug in at their new po- 
sition. For his conspicuous 
gallantry and “fine pluck and 
devotion to- duty,” he was 
awarded the Military Cross, 
one of Britain’s highest military 
awards. 

Captain Urquhart’s Military 
Cross was offered for sale on 
e-bay, the internet auction 
website, in June 2003. The 
Chief and his Senachie, Rob- 
ert Jeffrey Urquhart, decided 
that this historic Urquhart arti- 
fact was of such exceptional 
interest and value to the Clan 
that every effort should be 
made to acquire it. The pro- 
vided the necessary financial 
backing for Robert Jeffrey 
Urquhart to make the success- 
ful bid for the Military Cross. 
They then asked the Clan 
Urquhart foundation to acquire 
it for the Clan. The Founda- 
tion voted to do this at its An- 
nual Meeting in July. Thus, 


Foundation, a valuable 
Urquhart historical artifact has 
been added to the permanent 
collection of the Clan.

There hasn’t been a burial 
at the city’s Confederate Cem- 
etery in 14 years, but preser- 
vatiohists say the final resting 
place of many Civil War era 
soldiers is worth maintaining. 

Longtime Marietta resident 
Charlie Brown said the South’s 
fallen fighters were brought to 
mind as Americans celebrated 
Veterans Day from Tuesday. 
“They ’re veterans just like we 
are,” said Mr. Brown, a World 


" War II veteran. “We’re still 


very much in debt to those 
ople.” 

“The Confederate Cem- 
etery is home to more than 
3,000 Confederate soldiers, 
most of whom died in the 
Battle of Chickamauga in 
northwest Georgia,” said City 
Councilwoman Betty Hunter, 
president of the city’s cemetery 
foundation. An accurate total 
of people buried there is un- 
known because of conflicting 
historical data. 

The cemetery contains the 
remains of Lorenzo Dow 
Grace, who was the oldest liv- 
ing Confederate veteran when 
he died at age 114 in 1928. “It 
also contains the remains of 
William H. ‘Bill’ Yopp, a black 
slave who fought for the Con- 
federacy,” Ms. Hunter said. 

“He was befriended by a 
lot of his fellow veterans,” she 
said. “He used to polish their 


shoes and bring them gifts at 
Christmas.” 

The cemetery no longer 
regularly accepts remains, as 
all Confederate veterans have 
long since died. The 
cemetery’s last burial was in 


. 1989, when workers discov- 


ered the body of a Confeder- 

ate veteran while building a 

house in west Cobb County. 
The cemetery foundation 1s 


trying to raise $2 million fora 


vast improvement project at 
the site, which would include 
new walkways, benches and 
monuments, as well as a new 
plaza with flags of each of the 
Confederate states. 


“We really need to preserve ; 


this Cemetery and make it a 
show place for our commu- 
nity,” Mr. Brown said.

Within a few days of their 
arrival the churches of Charles- 
ton were collecting money for 
the relief of the survivors. The 

* fund “for the Relief of the poor 
Irish people at Barracks” soon 
amounted to more than 160 
pounds sterling. (South Caro- 
lina Gazette, June 29, 1767.) 
The response of the city was 
generous, according to 
Nathaniel Russell who de- 
scribed the situation in a letter 
to the Rev. Ezra Stiles. He said 
“The Church Wardens immedi- 
ately carried about subscrip- 
tions to raise a sum of money 
for their relief & in two days 
had upwards of two hundred 
pound sterling subscribed ex- 
clusive of Blankets, Linen, 
Cloaths, & every necessary that 

__ the sick and naked stood in need 
of.” Russell blamed the 
_ Nancy's owners who had been 
_ “very anxious to procure as 
__ many passengers as possible” 
and “Instead of two hundred 
(Which was the most they could- 
bring with comfort) they brot 
out 450 & their agreement was 
for 19 inches room in width for 

_ each person but they scarcely 
had seven.” Russell’s estimate 
is obviously too high on both 


¥ 


counts, an 80-ton ship could not — 


accommodate 200 passengers 

with any comfort and 450 

would be too many under any 
_ conditions. (Nathaniel Russell 
to Rev. Ezra Stiles, July 19, 
1767. [Gratz Collection. His- 
torical Society of Pennsylva- 
nia.] as cited in Warren B. 
Smith, White Servitude in Co- 
lonial South Carolina, Colum- 
bia, S.C., 1961, 42.) 

These Ulster folk were not 
passive victims. ‘They quickly 
prepared a petition to the Gov- 
ernor and Council outlining the 
_ mistreatment they had from 
Captain Samuel Hannah and 
the ship’s owners. Hannah “not 
only nipped them of the provi- 
sions allowed them but heaped 
them one upon the other, to such 
a degree in their births that it 
must be absolutely impossible 
they should survive.” He was 
guilty of other acts of cruelty, 
‘on one occasion having Robert 
Peacock dropped from the yard- 
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arm into the sea three times as 
a punishment for complaining. 
‘(Robert Peacock, 37, his chil- 
dren, Henry, 14, Susannah, 11, 
and Mary, 3, reached Charles- 
ton; his wife and other children 
may have been among those 
who died at sea.) Their petition 


- was read and entered into the 


Council Journal July 10, 1767. 

Their story compelled 
Governor Montagu, with the 
backing of his Council, to sus- 
pend payment of money due to 
the Nancy's. owners. On the 
same day Torrans and Poaug 
and their attorney claimed that 
Captain Hannah had sailed for 


_ Philadelphia with the bounty 


money advanced by their firm 
in expectation that South Caro- 
lina would reimburse them. In 
January 1768 the Governor 


recommended to the Assembly ~ 


that no money be paid since the 
Nancy’s owners had caused 
South Carolina large expenses 
in caring for the survivors by 
their avarice in overcrowding 
the ship. In March a commit- 
tee of the Assembly came to the 


same conclusion after inter- ~ 


viewing some of the survivors. 
They decided against paying 
Wills and Jackson, since “their 
Coveteous and Avericious 
views to which they had Sacri- 


- ficed every Sentiment of Hu- 


manity and Principle of Justice 
ought to be disappointed not 
only as a Punishment for their 
Offence, but to Discourage and 
prevent in futuresuch gross Im- 
positions and abuse whereby 
the Public Bounty and Liberal- 
ity instead of procuring the 
good and welfare of these 
people, and the Settlement of 
the Frontier parts of the Prov- 
ince, its only object, have been 
made Subservient only to Self- 
ish and interested views, and 
Instrumental in the hands of 
Artful and designing Men of 
bringing the greatest Misfor- 
tunes upon them.” 

The committee was never 


able to get a straight answer 


from Torrans and Poaug as to 
whether they had lost money by 
their transactions with Captain 
Hannah. The total amount of 


bounty money due Wills and _

Jackson was 6,104 pounds ster- 


_ ling, a substantial sum. No 


eighteenth-century merchant 
would, or could, give Hannah 
that much money in cash. If 
they advanced him the bounty 
money, it would have been by 
a bill of exchange on London, 
on which, like a modern check, 
they could stop payment. 

In May John Torrans and 
his lawyer appeared before the 
Assembly armed with affida- 
vits “to prove that the ship 
Nancy was of a Sufficient 
burthen to accommodate the 
Passengers who came in her 


from Ireland, And also that the - 


said Passengers had on their 
arrival in this Province ac- 
knowledged that they were well 
treated by Capt. Hannah on 
their Voyage to this Province.” 
After hearing their arguments, 
the Assembly called in “Some 


-of the Persons who came Pas- 


sengers in the Ship Nancy, 


_ Capt. Hannah, from Ireland, 


who were attending at the Door 
of the House.” Philip 
Brackenride, James Lewis, and 
James Vaughn gave evidence 
according to the Assemblv 
Journal. The passenger list 
submitted to the Council gave 
their names as Philip Bracking, 
39, James Lewers, 18, and 
James Lawfin, 32. The ASsem- 
bly promised to continue the 
hearing the following Monday, 
but the session ended abruptly 
the same day. 
Nancy's owners had not 
given up. They had fresh peti- 
tions when the Assembly reas- 
sembled in November 1768. 
They also enlisted other mer- 
chants to plead their case. 
Wills and Jackson had dealings 
with John and Hamilton Pringle 
of Newry and Philadelphia; 
William Fisher of Philadelphia 
was a business associate of the 
Pringles. He appealed to Henry 
Laurens of Charleston to use 
his influence in behalf of the 
Nancy's owners. Laurens 
wrote back to his friend Fisher: 
“If you knew the whole affair, 
it would make your humanity 
shudder. I have been largely 
concerned in the A frican Trade; 


Iquitted the Profits arising from-—|~~~" 

















that gainful branch principally 
because of many acts, from the 
Masters & others concerned, 
toward the wretched Negroes 
from the time of purchasing [in 
Africa] to that of selling them 
again, yet I never saw an in- 
stance of Cruelty in ten or 
twelve Years experience in that 
branch equal to the Cruelty ex- 
ercised upon those poor Irish, 
who were the subject of Mr. 
Jackson’s former application.” 
Laurens went on to say that 


“Self Interest prompted the ~ 


Baptized Heathen in the first 
case to take some care of the 
wretched Slaves for a Market, 
but no other care was taken of 
those poor Protestant Chris- 
tians from Ireland but to deliver 
as many as possible alive on 
Shoar upon the cheapest terms, 
no matter how they fared upon 
their Voyage nor in what con- 
dition they were landed.” 

In a last desperate move 
Robert Wells and William Ray 
of Belfast, Merchants and Part- 
ners, sent a petition to the Earl 
of Hillsborough, Colonial Sec- 
retary, asking him to compel the 
South Carolina authorities to 
pay them what was owed them. 
They claimed that their ship the 
Nancy was “of the burthen of 
300 tons and upwards” well 
suited. to convey 300 passen- 
gers across the Atlantic. They

said that “at a very Expence 
they employed Carpenters and 
other proper Workmen to make 
necessary partitions for the re- 
ception of the said Settlers” and 
provided more than adequate 
food and a chest of medicines. 
All the passengers were “well 
satisfied with their accommo- 
dations,” except one 
Macdowall who went ashore 
before the ship sailed. Wells 
and Ray claimed that “in the 
Course of the Voyage which 
continued about Six Weeks, a 
Fever appeared amongst the 
Passengers, of whom about 
thirty died.” They implied that 
they shared no responsibility 
for disease on shipboard. 
The Nancy sailed from 
Charleston for Philadelphia 
July 2, 1767 and cleared Phila- 
delphia bound to Jamaica in the 
West Indies August 20, 1767. 
She returned to Philadelphia 
with rum and molasses to take 
ona flaxseed cargo for Belfast. 
Wills and Jackson advertised 
Nancy to sail on or about No- 
vember 15, 1767, but, because 
of delays in loading and ice in 
the Delaware, she did not leave 
Philadelphia until February 
1768. Captain Hannah sailed 
into Belfast Lough almost a full 
year after he left for South 
Carolina. @

Deb was telling me about 
some of the history of the area 
and I was struck by the simi- 
larities between this area and 
the Highlands of Scotland. 

Deb‘s Great Grandfather 
had purchased the Mayfork 
Hollow and over the genera- 
tions part of the land has been 
given to succeeding generations 
to build homes on. This of 
course is what happened in the 
Highlands of Scotland. 

I can well see in another 
two generations the land is go- 
ing to get increasingly scarce 
so it may well be that history 
repeats itself in Kentucky. 

Of course many Scots and 
Scots-irish have settled in the 
area so in many ways the cul- 
ture is similar although differ- 
ent. 

I've talked before about 


how in the old days in Scotland

being a good community mem- _ 


ber was important and this has 
been carried over to Kentucky 
where I am living. People are 
very friendly and are happy to 
help their neighbours. Crime 
rates are also quite low. 

My initial impression was 
that almost all homes are built 
of wood with almost no stone 
built homes which is a lot dif+ 
ferent from Scotland. 

I also noted that where in 
Scotland we tend to plant 
hedges and build fences around 
our properties - and that is very 
rare in Kentucky where the 
homes tend to have no bound- 
ary between homes.

“rooms and a large kitchen come 


living room. Certainly large 
enough to live in comfortably. 

Good trailers can be had 
second hand for around 
$10,000 or less. For all that Pm 


‘told trailers do depreciate quick 


quickly whereas homes will 
appreciate in value. We don't 
have much in the way of trailer 
homes in Scotland and even the 
cheapest houses are now seil- 
ing for around $135,000. 

Anyway, after seeing 
around Laura’s home we 
headed down to Williamson, 
West Virginia, where most of 
the decent shopping is in the 
area. 

One thing you don’t really 
see are many independent food 
shops. 

in Scotland we always 
seem to have loads of compet- 
ing bakeries but here there are 
none. Similarly we always 
seem to have a local butcher but 
here there are also none. 

There are other grocery 
stores other than the huge Wal- 
Mart store but none of those 
personal food stores we have in 
Scotland. (ve also noted that 


there is little lamb available and | 


almost none of our meat pies 
that we have in Scotland. I 
haven’t found any fresh fish 
stores either although we are 
rather far from the sea here in 
Kentucky. 

_The prices are not all that 
different from the UK butsome 
things stand out. For example 
a loaf of bread costs around 
$1.69 here whereas a loaf of 
bread can be purchased in Scot- 
land for around $0.30. In Scot- 
land we seem to have a very 
basic range of food which is 


 cogsiderably. cheaper: than_it in 
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es

| also noted that Heinz is 
much smaller here than in Scot- 
land where they usually have a 
huge range of products in the 
supermarkets. There are cer- 
tainly a huge range of brands 
you never come across in Scot- 
land. 

1 note that here you need © 
to do mast things yourself. 
When purchasing larger items 
of furniure you need to pick 


them up yourself whereas in 
Scotland all stores will deliver 
them to you. Also when it 
comes to things like televisions 
and other equipment you are on 
your own whereas normally in 
Scotland you get them delivered 
and setup for you as part of the 
deal, 

Petrol here is of course 


considerably cheaper than.in———~ 


the Scotland but of course most 
of the transport is tied to road 
traffic and with the huge dis- 
tances they have to travel it is 
understandable how they want 
to retain cheap fuel as long as 
possible. 

While I'm still exploring 
the area I've also noted that 
there is quite low pay in the 
area. Certainly hourly rates are 
lower than our own minimum 
wage in Scotland. 

My initial understanding of 
income tax is that there is no 
substantial difference between 
our two countries in the total 
tax bill although we do things 
very differently, 

Here in Kentucky they 
don’t seem te worry much 
about historic properties as we 
do in Scotland. 

Deb was telling me of a 
fine historic building in 
Williamson that was over 200 
years old. They wanted to use 
the land for something else so 
just tore it down and burned the 

uilding. Deb was saying that 
she and others would have been 
happy to have got the opportu- 
nity of taking some of the wood

Principal Chief Chad Smith and 
Deputy Chief Joe Grayson vis- 
ited the tribe’s members in Al- 
buquerque, New Mexico on 
the first weekend of Novem- — 
ber. The visit was to meet 
with followers to celebrate 


. National Native American Heri- 


tage Month, as well as to give 
a message and share gifts. 

During the gathering’s 
feast, including traditionally 
Cherokee “Kanuchi” and other 
foods, Ralph Stevenson, Jr. 
KTJ, presented the leaders 
each with scarves made from 
the State of New Mexico Tar- 
tan and documentation. The 
red threads in the New Mexico 
Tartan represents Native 
Americans as the “Original 
Cultural Providers” and the gift 
also bears meaning as John 
Ross, the Principal Chief for 
40 years in the mid-1800s, was 
of Scottish ancestry.

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Did you know Lawrence 
_ Of Arabia was Welsh? 

Nearly all of us have heard 
of the daring tales of Lawrence 
of Arabia, the hero of fierce 
battles in the Arabian desert. 
Books and movies have told us 
of his feats as the military 
leader of wild Bedouin tribes 
in their struggle for indepen- 
dence from the Turks. Yet, there 
are facts about Lawrence that 
some of us do not know. 

He was an Oxford scholar, 
archeologist and author. He 
wrote Seven Pillars of Wisdom, 
which is still carried in the Pen- 
guin books Classics. He also 
wrote The Mint, which 
chronicled life in the RAF, and 


translated Le Corbeau’s - 


Gigantesque and Homer’s Od- 
yssey. 

After the war, he was a 
very private person and only 
wished to be remembered as “a 
man of letters.” 

Although many of us think 
of Lawrence as English, a 
lesser known fact is that 
_ Lawrence was born in North 
Wales. Born to a Welsh-Scot- 
tish mother on August 16, 1888, 
Thomas Edward Lawrence was 
born in the town of Tremadoc 
on the Llyn peninsula. 

The town had been created 
from approximately 2000 acres 
of reclaimed salt marshes be- 
_ tween the years of 1800 and 
1811. 

It was well established by 
his birth with a market square, 
town hall, tree-lined streets and 
well-built, attractive houses. 
The town also was home to St. 
Mary’s Church and Peniel 
Chapel. The Lawrence home on 
Church Street has been well 
preserved. It now houses the 
Snowdon Lodge, North Wales’ 
premier hostel.

The Stirling Raid of 1568 
and the Littles on the 


Pardon List of 1585

The Badger Window do- 
nated by members of Clan 
Little Society (Scotland & 
Worldwide) and the indepen- 
dent Clan Little Society North 
American commemorates their 
forefolk, the 104 fighting men 
of the Little Clan in Eskdale, 
Ewesdale‘and Wauchopedale in 
the Scottish West march who 
followed John Maxwell, Earl of 
Morton, to the 1568 raid on 
Stirling in company with 
Batysons, Glendinnings, 
Thomsons, Armstrongs and 
other Eskdale men, all of whom 
were pardoned in 1585. 

Batysons, Littles and 
Armstrongs, in roughly equal 
numbers, made up 50 of the 
Eskdale force. 

As every man involved in 
the Stirling raid would welcome 
the prospect of a retrospective 
pardon it is assumed that the 
men named on the “Pardon 
List” represent the full fighting 
strength of each clan or family. 

This would apply to the 
Batysons and Littles but not to 
the Armstrongs, for only a mi- 
nority of this large Liddesdale 
clan dwelt in Eskdale and 
Ewesdale as vassals of the Earl 
of Morton, their feudal superior 
there. 

The figure of 104 Littles on 
the raid has to be qualified for 
over the seventeen years from 
1568 to 1585 an unknown num- 
ber would have died from natu- 
ral causes, age, wounds, or vio- 
lent death. 

The only source of recruit- 
ment to replace losses would be 
the boys at about the age of 
fourteen. A very rough estimate 
suggests that the clan could not 
afford to lose from all causes 
and replace more than tour or 
five fighting men a year. This 
size of the whole clan includ- 
ing the women, children and the 
old and disabled would prob- 
ably have been about 400 souls. 

In the following account 
the Littles have been picked out 
from the whole list of 600 
Eskdale men pardoned for join- 
ing the Stirling raid. Note that 
“in” means that the named 
Little was the tenant. Other 


Littles listed were living witha } i rath 





tenant of a different surname. 
The notion that all the clansfolk 
of a given surname lived sepa- 
rately from those of other 
Names does not hold for 
Eskdale, where the men seem 
to have acted as one “Eskdale 
fighting force,” probably led by 
the powerful and numerous 
Armstrong clan. Although the 
landowner was Maxwell, Earl of 
Morton, there was no Maxwell 
in the list of Eskdale men. Ab- 
breviations and spellings in 1585 
were: brer brother, sone son, 
sonis sons, als also, thair there. 
The Scots plural suffix was 
“is” rather than the modern “s”. 
The original inconsistent spell- 
ings and use of capitals have 
been followed throughout. 
Space prevents us from 
giving the list of pardoned men 
here, but it is easily available 
from Dr. Johnnie Little. To or- 
der the complete booklet on the 
Littles or if you would like more 
information concerning the 
Clan Little, contact Dr. J. C.

Roderick Mackenzie 
Urquhart OBE, MA, an origi- 
nal member (1982) of the 
United Kingdom Branch of 
Clan Urquhart Association, died 
on June 1, 2003. 

Mr. Urquhart is the indi- 
vidual who single-handedly re- 
corded every coat-of-arms of 
each county, burgh, town and 
community council in Scot- 
land. His initial magnum opus 
Scottish Burgh and County 
Heraldy remains the standard 
text on Scotland’s civic 
heraldy. No sooner was the 
work published in 1973, than 
local government reorganized 
two years later and Roddie’s 
entire work had to be rewrit- 
ten to cover nine regions, 53 
district councils, and three is- 
land councils. Scottish Civic 
Heraldy was published in 
1979. In 1986, Scotland’s 
Secretary of State further re- 
organized local government, 
thus creating for Roddie 
Urquhart the unexpected task 
of transforming his two works 
into a trilogy to cover the 
heraldy of 32 new councils.

The Rev. Richard Rhea Gammon, 83. died 
Thursday, Jan. 8. 2004. in Pitt County Memorial Hos- 
pital. A memorial service will be conducted Sunday at 
3 p.m. in the First Presbyterian Church. 

The Rev. Gammon. son of the late Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Rhea and Clara Gennett Moore Gammon. was a na- 
tive of Lavras. Minas. Brazil. In 1936 he moved to 
North Carolina at age 16. He received a B.A. degree 
from Davidson College and received both his B.D. and 
master's of theology degrees from Union Theological 
Seminary in Richmond. Va. He first served as pastor 
of two Presbyterian churches in Duplin County for one 
vear. and as supply pastor of Cumberland Presbyte- 
rian Church in Fayetteville for one year. He pastored 
the First Presbyterian Church in Dunn for 10 years and 
the First Presbyterian Church in Columbia. Tenn.. for 
three years. prior to moving to Greenville in 1958. 
where he served the First Presbyterian Church until 
his retirement in 1985. 

After his retirement he was named pastor emeri- 
tus. and served as interim pastor for a number of 
churches in eastern North Carolina. He continued to 
provide pastoral care for members of this community 
until his death. 

The Rev. Gammon served as director of amateur 
athletics at the Grandfather Mountain Highland Games 
for a number of years and received the Agnes MacRae 
Morton Award in 1987. He was a member of the Golden 
K Kiwanis Club. the New Hope Presbytery and the St. 
Andrews Society of North Carolina. 

In addition to his parents. he was preceded in death 
by his wife. Mrs. Flora MacDonald Gammon: two sis- 
ters. Mrs. Alice Gennett Coriolano and Miss Willie 
Humphries Gammon. _.

John Balliol, Robert Burns, 
Gretna Green (the destination 
of eloping couples), Thomas 
Carlyle (noted writer and his- 
torian), Archibald the Grim, 
' Lady Devorgilla, and birth- 
place of John Paul Jones, “Fa- 
ther of the American Navy” 
along with Dumfries is the third 
largest area in Scotland. Italso 
has at its most southwestern 
point at the end of a peninsula, 
which juts into the Irish Sea, the 
Mull of Galloway, which has 
the distinction of being the 
southern most point of Scot- 
land. 

Its geography varies from 


over 200 miles of coastline 
(where many shipwrecks lie or 
float) with the topography vary- 
ing from cliffs to seashores in 
the west to hilly, rugged terrain 
in the east. 

From its western cliffs you 
can see Ireland, England, and 
Wales. Galloway is very rural 
and its current product is 
chiefly dairy. It is here that the 
belted Galloway, known as 
Belties, was developed in the 
16th century. This beef cow is 
noted for the wide band of 
white circi: 1g its belly with the 
rest of its body being a black, 
dun, or red color. 

The climate is unusual for 
Scotland and many beautiful

There are many rivers, 
lochs, reservoirs, and of course, 
the long coastline, so fishing is 
also one of Galloway’s indus- 
tries. Its rivers include the Bor- 
der Esk, the Annan, Nith, Cree, 
and Bladnoch as well as 
smaller rivers such as the Urr, 
Dee, and the Water of Luce 
where a fish called tope is 
found.

Apparently both John and 
Robert were entitled by birth to 
claim the crown. Both the Gal- 
loway and Dumfries area 
people supported John over 
Robert. 

John swore loyalty to Ed- 
ward and to England. 

* Archibald the Grim was a 
Douglas (the illegitimate son of 
James, the Douglas entrusted 
with the heart of Robert the 
Bruce), born around 1320. He 
was known as a statesman and 
soldier. In 1384 he defeated the 
English at Lochmaben Castle 
(one of the Bruce’s homes) thus 
clearing Annandale of the last 
of the English at that time. He 
held the titles of Lord of Gallo- 
way and Earl of Douglas. 

To mark the occasion of 
receiving the title of the Lord 
of Galloway he built Threave

Castle on an island in the 
middle of the River Dee. It was 
here that he died on Christmas 
Eve, 1400. 

Two centuries later the 
Covenanters besieged the castle 
and when it was abandoned 
they caused all floors, iron, and 


- wood to be removed. The re- 


mains of the castle still stand 
on its little island in the Dee in 
Kirkcudbrightshire in 
Dumfrieshire. ; 
Lady Devorgilla is best 
known for carrying her em- 
balmed husband’s heart with 
her until she died. She had an 
abbey built in New Abbey near 
Dumfries in his memory. When - 





she died she was buried there 
with her husband’s heart. The 
monks subsequently renamed 
the abbey from New Abbey to 
Sweetheart Abbey. Lady 
Devargilla’s tomb can still be 


” seen there. 


Robert Burns lived inGal- - 
loway for a good part of his life 
and wrote many of his poems 
there. 

With such a large coastline 
and with its proximity to Ire- 
land, Galloway was very likely 
have been the exit point for 
many Scots fleeing their homes 
and persecution, famine, etc. 

Not much is heard or read 
about Galloway, but the area 
has contributed a great deal 
throughout Scotland’s history, 
just not as vividly nor infa- 
mously as the Highlands, 
Edinburgh, the Borders and 
other more ‘colorful’ areas of 
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Novelist and journalist 
_ James Buchan wastes no time 
in laying out the premise for 
_ this, the American edition of his 
latest book. On the first page, 


he says: 
“For a period of nearly half 
_ acentury, from about the time 
of the Highland rebellion of 
1745 until the French Revolu- 
tion of 1789, the small city of 
_ Edinburgh ruled the Western 
_ intellect. For those fifty years, 
a city that had for centuries 
been a byword for poverty, re- 
_ ligious bigotry, violence and 
squalor laid the mental founda- 
tions for the modern world.” 
This was the period that 
produced such Scottish lumi- 
_ fiaries as philosopher David 
Hume, economist Adam Smith, 
_ geologist James Hutton, chem- 
ist Joseph Black, writer James 
ev poet Robert Burns, 
and novelist Walter Scott. All 
> _ of these figures were associated 
~ with Edinburgh, as were other 
~~men of achievement not as well 
: known today. For Buchan, one 
_ question jumps out: How do we 
. explain the emergence of so 
_ many talented people in such an 
out-of-the-way place (ten days 
_ by stagecoach from London) in 
_ the space of only two genera- 
tions? 
M Goodness knows, Buchan 
_ reports, there was not much to 
suggest in the early 1700s that 
_ Edinburgh was on the verge of 
__ anhistoric transformation. The 
_ city was perhaps best known 
_ for its cramped and dirty quar- 
_ ters, whose manifold odors 
i gave rise to the town’s nick- 
_ name: “Auld Reekie.” Small 
: wonder, he concludes, that 
“Jane Maxwell, who in the sec- 
ond half of the eighteenth cen- 
tury became Duchess of Gor- 
don and the leader of Edinburgh | 
society, was once seen riding up 
the High Street on a sow which 
her sister drove on with a 
Stick.” 
Buchan delves into the in- 
- tricacies of Edinburgh’s politi- 
cal, religious, and intellectual 
life following the union of En- 
gland and Scotland under one 
parliament in 1707. Reaction to

tion between forces sympa- 
thetic to the new system and 
forces anxious to throw off 
Scotland’s English yoke and 
bring back the Royal Family of 
the previous century. For 
Edinburgh—the country’s capi- 
tal and seat of the old monar- 
chy—it was a pivotal moment. 
When Bonnie Prince Charles 
invaded Scotland in the summer 
of 1745 and British troops fled 
Edinburgh, the city was left to 
its own devices to stand or sur- 
render. As Buchan tells it: 
“That is the opening of the 
story: when the people of 
Edinburgh saw that, for their 
purposes, the government of 
Great Britain no longer existed 
and they must confront not 
merely a Highland army but the 
conundrum of Scots history.” 
How the story played out is 
the substance of Buchan’s book. 
By his lights, “the Jacobite Re- 


~ bellion transformed Edinburgh 


and accounts for much of what 
went on in the city during the 
next half-century.” Even as 
some sentiment lingered for the 
Prince’s doomed cause, the city 


turned to the future rather than © 


the past for its identity. The 
Union had held, and with it a 
vision of new opportunities. As 
David Hume expressed it, “men 
[had] fallen into a more civilized 


Life, entirely unfit for the Use 


- of Arms.” 


American readers may not 
find this book easy going, for 
Buchan, who lives in England, 
assumes considerable knowl- 
edge of British history in gen- 
eral and Scottish history in par- 
ticular. If you don’t mind the 
author’s frequent references to 
names, places, titles, and other 
terminology with which you 
may or may not be familiar, you 
will find Crowded with Genius 
an armchair journey well worth 
taking. Along the way, you will 
meet Hume, Smith, Boswell, 
and numerous other parties who 
put Scotland on the map of 
Western culture and exert their 
influence even to the present 
day. Buchan sums up their 
legacy as follows: 

“Tn demanding that experi- 
pientation, not inherited truth, 
define the business of living, the 
Edinburgh __ philosophers 
stamped the West with its mod- 
ern scientific and provisional 
character. They created a world 
that tended towards the egalitar- 
ian and, within reason, the 
democratic. Their prestige in 
English-speaking lands was car- 
ried on the wave of British and 
American expansion to every 
corner of the world.” os]
